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LIFE ZONES 


In the distribution of life, both 
anim al 
and 
plant, 
geographers 
recognize at least three aspects. 
T he first is term ed Geographic, 
and concerns the horizontal or 
surficial distributions. 
The sec­ 
ond is called B athym etric and is 
th e vertical or altitudinal view ­ 
point. The third is the Geologic 
o r durational aspect, and deals 
m ainly 
with 
Paleontology 
and 
Paleobotany. 


The Geographic o r 
horizontal 
aspect is divided into two con­ 
trasting subdivisions, one on the 
basis of latitude and the other on 
th e basis of floral and faunal 
differentiation. 
By latitude, the 
w orld has been subdivided into 
there main zones: the Torrid or 
Tropic Zone, the Tem perate Zone 
(w hich includes our deserts), and 
the Frigid or Arctic Zone. 
Each 
of these large units naturally has 
its own characteristic anim als or 
plants. 


On the basis of biological dif­ 
ferentiation, 
however, 
ignoring 
th e latitude, the world may again 
be split into six m ajor Realms. 
T hese are grouped according to 
the relation of their plants 
and 
anim als and are unusually dis­ 
tin ct from one another. 
The six 
Realms are th e Nearctic (North 
Am erica), the Neotropical (South 
A m erica), the Palearctic (Europe, 
N orth Asia), the Ethiopian (A fri­ 
ca), the O riental 
(South Asia), 
and the A ustralian. O ur deserts 
a re 
included 
in 
the 
Nearctic 
Realm. 
Life Zones 


The altitudinal aspect of life 
distribution was first studied by 
C. H art M erriam, who divided the 
earth into m ajor life zones. This 
division 
w as 
originally 
based 
upon mean tem peratures, but has 
since been m ore often associated 
w ith altitude. He recognized four 
m ain life zones: the Tropical, the 
A ustral, the Transition, and the 
Boreal. The Tropical life zone is 
represented in the U nited States 
only in southern Florida. 
The 
o th er three a re all beautifully dis­ 
played on th e sides of Mt. San 
Jacinto just back of Palm Springs, 
and m ay be easily view ed in d riv ­ 
ing up the Palm s-to-Pines H igh­ 
w ay to Idyllwijd. Nowhere else 
in the w orld are these life zones 
so present w ithin such a short 
vertical 
distance, 
alm ost 
two 
m iles 
nearly 
straight 
up 
the 
northeast face of San Jacinto! To 
see th e equivalent of these zones 
horizontally, one w ould have to 
trav el from San Diego to B ritish 
C olum bia! T he nearest approach 
to th e Palm Springs area in such 
exposure is the G rand Canyon, 
b u t here the topm ost Boreal zone 
is lacking. 


These four major life zones are 
fu rth e r divided into sm aller dis 
tin c t units. The A ustral is split 
in California into th e Lower Son­ 
oran 
and 
th e U pper Sonoran 
zones. The Colorado Desert is es­ 
sentially a Low er Sonoran area, 
w hile most of the M ohave is Up­ 
p er Sonoran. In altitude the Low ­ 
e r Sonoran extends from 275 feet 
below sea level to about 3000 feet 
above, w hile the U pper Sonoran 
goes from 2000 feet up to about 
5000 feet. 
There is often much 
overlapping, depending upon lo­ 
cal conditions. Com parable zones 
in the East are called A ustron- 
parian (the sugar-cane and cotton 
belt), the equivalent of our Low ­ 
e r Sonoran, and th e Carolinian 
(the corn and w inter w heat belt), 
corresponding to our U pper Son­ 
oran. On th e slopes of Mt. San 
Jacinto a peculiar situation oc­ 
curs due to the presence of the 
Colorado D esert on th e northeast 
and of the Pacific ocean on the 
southwest. Because the m aritim e 
exposure is much m ore humid, 
th e low er life zones w ill not ex­ 
tend quite as high on that side of 
th e m ountain as they will on the 
opposite side. For instance, 
the 
L ow er Sonoran extends 
up 
to 
4000 feet on the northeast and 
only up to 2000 feet on the south­ 
w est; the U pper Sonoran goes 
from 4000 to 7000 feet on the 
northeast, b u t only from 2000 to 
5000 feet on the southwest! 
The Higher Zones 


The m ajor zone above the A us­ 
tra l is the Transition, w hich is 
called the A lleghenian in the East 
and includes the spring w heat 
belt there. N orm ally the T ransi­ 
tion occurs betw een 5000 and 7000 
feet, but this again varies consid­ 
erably. On San Jacinto, it extends 
from 7000 to 8500 on the north­ 
east slope and from 5000 to 8500 
feet on the southw est. 


The 
highest 
life 
zone, 
the 
Boreal, is commonly divided into 
th ree usually distinct units: the 
C anadian, 
H udsonian, 
and 
the 
A rctic-A lpine. The Canadian, typ­ 
ically present throughout m ost of 
C anada, norm ally occurs betw een 
5000 and 7000 feet. The H udson­ 
ian, best found in the vicinity of 
H udson’s Bay, extends from 7000 
feet to tim berline. w hich is gen-

Harry Plymire Resigns 
From City Council 


Not unexpected was the resignation this week of City Councilman 
Harry Plymire from District 1, which was accepted Tuesday night 
by the city council. This is'ihe second time in 12 months that D is­ 
trict 1 has been in the political spotlight, the first lime being last 
October when Councilman Thales Boyd resigned a few months fol­ 
lowing his election in a closely contested councilmanic race. 


Plym ire had been a candidate 
a t the tim e C om m ander Boyd was 
elected and la ter was appointed 
by the city council to fill the 
vacancy left by the Comm ander’s 
resignation. Plym ire’s resignation 
w as not unexpected as h e talked 
of resigning last spring w hen the 
council w as hesitant about grant­ 
ing him a four month leave of 
absence. 


Nothing was said about 
ap­ 
pointing another man to fill the 
vacancy left by Plym ire; but if 
such an appointm ent is not made 
w ithin 30 days from last Tuesday 
night, it w ill be necessary for the 


city council to call a special elec­ 
tion in D istrict 1 for the purpose 
of electing a new councilman. It 
is understood the council 
w ill 
probably take action on the m at­ 
ter at its next m eeting on Sep­ 
tem ber 3. 


If the council does appoint a 
m an to the post, he w ill have to 
stand for re-election in 1942, it is 
reported. The law states th at in 
cases w here a councilman resigns 
and the council appoints another 
man to take his place, an election 
shall be held to fill the seat at 
the next scheduled city election. 


Replaces National Guard 


The California State Guard was 
formed by order of G overnor Ol­ 
son to replace the California N a­ 
tional Guard, after the latter o u t­ 
fit was called into active service 
w ith the U. S. Army. State G uard 
platoons and companies are now 
being formed in cities and tow ns 
throughout the state to serve in 
tim e of great emergency such as 
invasion, earthquake, flood, fire, 
riots or any civil disturbance so 
great in m agnitude it cannot be 
handled by police or other consti­ 
tuted local authorities. However, 
the state agrees not to use the 
guard for strike duty. 
, 


The S tate Guard is open 
to 
m ale residents of California be­ 
tw een the ages of 18 and 65. in­ 
clusive. 
It has been organized 
prim arily to take the place of the 
N ational Guard, w hich is now in 
active service leaving the state 
w ithout any sim ilar organization 
to serve in case of disaster or 
state 
or 
national 
em ergency. 
W hile selective service registrants 
who have been given a Class 3A 
rating because of dependents are 
given preference in the form ation 
of the State Guard, 
any 
m an 
w ithin the age lim its who 
is 
physically fit will be eligible. A l­ 
though a physical exam ination is 
required for entrance, the 
re ­ 
quirem ents are not very rigid.

Men 
enlisting 
in

S tate 
G uard do so for one year, and 
they agree to drill for two hours, 
one night a week, for 48 weeks. 
However, it is possible to resign 
from the service on giving th irty 
days notice. Arms and am m uni­ 
tion are furnished and paid for by 
the state, bu t the m en are re ­ 
quired to furnish th eir own u n i­ 
form s at about $6.00 each.

There was glorious cof­ 
fee, too, before the first fancy percolator had learn­ 
ed to perk and gurgle; coffee with life and inspira­ 
tion and a kick in it, though it was brewed, per­ 
haps, in a common ferruginous pail over a camp 
fire, with a twig or two and a few forest leaves for 
added flavor. Fond recollection likes to believe that 
food and drink have never tasted better than in 
the iron age, before the. convenient new metals 
stepped in.—New York Times. 


EX P EN SIV E AT TH A T 
When Senator Roscoe Conklin was a young 
lawyer, he once defended a man who w as charged 
with committing arson. Conklin worked very hard 
on the case, but lost after a bitter fight. When he 
tried to collect his fee, the man refused to pay, 
claiming that it was exorbitant. 
“T hat man provokes me,” Conklin told a fellow 
attorney. “I never had a client who questioned my 
fee before. I spent a lot of time on him. He was 
convicted, yes, but 1 worked hard for him. I fought 
his case through the lower courts, appealed the 
decision, and even took it to the supreme court, 
w here he was finally given 10 years. And just be­ 
cause I charge him three thousand dollars for my 
services he grumbles. Now I ask you, wras th at too 
high a fee for such a case?” 
“Well,” said his associate, “there is no doubt 
tliat you did a great deal of work, and I don t think 
three thousand dollars an excessive fee, but it is 
my considered opinion that he could have been con­ 
victed for less money.”—Chicago Daily News. 


NONE ESCA PE T A X E S 
“Would it interest you very much to know that 
every time you pop into a lunch wagon and slap 
down a nickel for a ham burger and bun, you’re pay­ 
ing a penny of that for indirect taxes? 
‘‘T hat little dab of m eat bears distinct traces 
of sixty-seven separate taxes. 
That droopy bun 
has at least fifty-three traceable tax payments 
milled and baked into it. They start with the farm ­ 
er or rancher and chase th at ham burger right on 
down to the counter. The packing house, the retail 
butcher, two sets of supply houses, the railroads 
and the truckers all pay taxes th at eventually get 
mixed up in that ground meat. 
“In 1940 we spent at retail about $38,800,000,­ 
000 for goods, and $11,700,000,000 for services. We 
paid out $15,150,000,000 for all taxes. Out of this 
amount, we walked up to the windows 
and laid 
down $5,382,000,000 directly, leaving $9,768,000,000 
as our indirect, or hidden tax. Nineteen and three- 
tenths cents from every dollar spent at retail for 
roods and services in 1940, w ent into taxes you 
didn’t know you were paying.”—Robert Thompson 


S IL K H O SE 
The governm ent’s requisitioning of raw silk 
supplies for military use has opened some down­ 
right serious questions. American women, who or­ 
dinarily buy millions of pairs of sleek silk stock­ 
ings every year, are going to have to decide w heth­ 
e r they will: 1. accept cotton hose “for the dura­ 
tion” ; 2. lengthen their skirts; 3. go bare-legged. 
They are going to have to decide soon, for the 
hosiery now in stock is not expected to last much 
more than 90 days. The run is on in all the stores, 
leg “m ake-up” sales are rising, and so is the de­ 
sire of m ost women to lay in a supply of lovely silk 
stockin gs. 
Some are trying to stem the tide by silk drives, 
assem bling old and unwearable hose for the gov­ 
ernm ent’s use in making parachutes, power casing 
and other paraphernalia of defense. Investigation 
is being made of the new cotton hose, which the 
Bureau of Home Economics says is “stylish, smooth 
as silk, longer wearing and not subject to ‘runs’.” 
But the ladies don’t believe it. Their preference is 
silk, if they can have it without committing sabo­ 
tage. Possibly the m ost sensible suggestion yet 
made is th at the m anufacture of m en’s silk sox be 
liscontinued first— a t once. T hat would upset veryj 
tew of the menfolk. 


T H IS C H A N G IN G W O RLD 
Many visitors to the New York World’s Fair 
were startled by the breathless them e of “The 
World of Tomorrow.” To many it appeared to be a 
rather risky venture to attem pt to forecast the 
shape of things to come. 
Here is what is happening today to a part of 
the “World of Tomorrow.” A third of the buses 
that shuttled people about the grounds are already 
in use shuttling soldiers between army camps and 
nearby towns; 40 thousand tons of structural steel 
used to build the World are going as scrap into the 
national defense program; the Trylon and Peris- 
phere have been bought by Bethlehem to be turn­ 
ed into arm or plate.

L IB E R T Y OR D O LES 


“Nothing is ever going to be free in this coun­ 
try,” wrote Paul F. Cadman, economist of the 
American Bankers Association, recently. “Some­ 
body will have to pay. To the extent to which the 
government dispenses bounty of all kinds and for 
all purposes, the burden on those who work and 
save will increase. When the rich, as a class, have 
been reduced to bankruptcy, and when the middle 
class have been driven to dependence, further con­ 
tribution will be forced in the form of compulsory 
labor. The skilled will be compelled to offer their 
best. The unskilled will be driven to offer the little 
which they have, and the whip of the super-gov­ 
ernm ent will be the incentive to human effort.” 
That is a dark picture, but history fully justi­ 
fies it. When any nation divides the wealth, the re­ 
sult is to multiply the poverty. The price we pay 
for a super-state is the ultimate complete loss of 
all liberty. Germany and Italy, with their slave 
economies, are sufficient proof of this. 
Today we have government in credit, govern­ 
m ent in business, government in farming, govern­ 
m ent in all lines of endeavor. Let that trend con­ 
tinue and increase—as it will unless an awakened 
public stops it—and the future envisioned by Dr. 
Cadman will come true. In our search for some­ 
thing for nothing, we have lost sight of our tradi­ 
tions, of our system of free enterprise, of all that 
history teaches. We are destroying the sources of 
wealth—which m eans we 
are 
destroying 
the 
sources of employment and progress. That is the 
road to dictatorship with a vengeance. Liberty or 
doles—the choice is yours.

FREE P R E S S UPHELD 
An im portant contribution to the legal struc­ 
ture in preservation of free speech and free press 
was made recently in Missouri. The Supreme Court 
of that state has sustained a trial court ruling that 
a newspaper has a constitutional right to com­ 
m ent upon court decisions after the proceedings 
have been completed and dismissing the contempt 
citation, cancelled fines and jail sentences im­ 
posed upon the editor and cartoonist of the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. 
. 
That sounds like good law and common sense. 
There is no reason, after a trial is over, why the 
conduct of the trial judge or other court officers 
should not be as open to criticism as is the deport­ 
ment of any other public official. In the instance 
at bar the newspaper can bitterly condemn the dis­ 
missal of an extortion charge against an official 
who had powerful political connections. 
Fortunately most of our courts from the lowly 
magisterial tribunal to the Supreme Court itself 
are conducted on a high plane of fairness and in­ 
tegrity, giving no reason for their being atttacked. 
However the judicial system in a government such 
as this m ust of necessity be vast and there are iso­ 
lated instances in which the authority is abused. 
Some once-august jurists are serving time for their 
misconduct and newspapers perform a public serv­ 
ice when they expose such conditions where they 
exist. 
The sincere judge who holds his trust in high 
regard and who seeks to preserve the dignity of 
the bench, should be and usually is, the first to 
welcome honest, constructive criticism.—Orange 
Daily News.

10 BE ENLARGED 


New construction, at an ap­ 
proximate cost of $1,363,200, for 
the air base at March Field is 
being planned and 
is already 
partly under way according to 
the following announcement from 
the 
public 
relations 
office 
a t 
March Field: 


March Field, the west coast’s 
largest and best equipped air 
base, is now being rapidly ex­ 
panded and enlarged to its full­ 
est capacities. 


The new runway project alone, 
which is being installed at a cost 
of practically $1,000,000 will step 
up the efficiency quotient of the 
field immeasurably, inasmuch as 
it will permit formation landings 
and takeoffs of four squadrons of 
pursuit ships. 
Chapel and Club Room 
The Service Club, a project 
which will include ball room, 
cafe, reading and writing rooms, 
two fireplaces, and other features 
will do much to improve existing 
conditions at the Recruit Camp, 
and will cost approximately $50,­ 
000. The Area “C” barracks will 
increase tremendously the hous­ 
ing capacity existing at the pres­ 
ent time, and are for the most 
part in process of construction. 
The new Post chapel, adjacent 
to the War Department theater, 
is well under way. This structure 
is also being built by the Dow 
company, at a cost of $23,200. 
Still another project in process 
of development is the new w are­ 
house are north of the Post which 
is designated as Area “D”. Here 
eight warehouses are being con­ 
structed at a cost of $125,000 w ith 
additional feeder spur of 800 feet 
of track to supply them. 
There 
will also be an Area installation 
for heavy equipment storage pur­ 
poses which will accommodate 
machinery 
and 
equipment 
of 
808th Engineers (Avn), Fourth 
Aircraft Warning, and the Fourth 
Operations Co. 
In this same Area “D”, a new 
$50,000 motor repair shop is being 
put in with a subsidiary paint 
and oil house to be built in con­ 
junction. 


New Disposal Plant 
The Post is being further im­ 
proved by the installation of a 
$115,000 sewage disposal plant 
now in process of building, and 
handled by the Ziebarth Com­ 
pany, an Ordnance building for 
the storage of fire control instru­ 
ments, and unnumerable new im­ 
provements ranging from water 
softening equipment to the new 
hangar lighting systems now be­ 
ing introduced.

Horseback Trips 


One of the m ost delightful h ik ­ 
ing or horseback trips in South­ 
ern C alifornia can be found in 
the San Jacinto Wild A rea locat­ 
ed in the San Jacinto division of 
the San B ernardino N ational F or­ 
est. W hether one hikes or rides, 
he should rem em ber that this is 
the dry season of the year w hen 
forest fires can start easily and 
do untold dam age to recreation 
grounds. 
The following directions a r e 
given by the Forest Service: 
“Starting from Idyllwild, w here 
saddle stock can be 
obtained, 
there is a 6-mile clim b by trail 
to Tahquitz Valley at an eleva­ 
tion of 8,000 feet. This is a cen­ 
tral point from w hich a num ber 
of trails take off 
to 
different 
points of interest. 
“You can climb two m ore miles 
to the top of Tahquitz Peak w here 
the Forest Service Lookout is lo­ 
cated. A nother trail from th e val­ 
ley leads to H idden Lake, a body 
of w ater hung on the rim rock 
of the m ountain overlooking the 
Colorado desert and just above 
the fam ous Palm Springs resort 
on the desert. 
“From H idden L ake an excel­ 
lent trail through the most b eau­ 
tiful tim bered and m ountain m ea­ 
dow country continues on through 
Round Valley to the sum m it of 
San Jacinto peak. There, from an 
elevation of 10,805 feet, a m agni­ 
ficent panoram a of desert a n d 
m ountains is spread 
out. 
On 
clear days you can look south 
across th e Colorado desert into 
Old Mexico. To the w est is the 
ocean w ith C atalina Island. 
To 
the east is m ore desert country 
and the Saltón Sea, th at strange 
dead sea of A m erica w hich was 
p art of th e desert itself only about 
thirty-six years ago. 
“Enjoy the m ountain trails in 
this very beautiful country. It 
has everything th at high m oun­ 
tain country should have. Enjoy 
it and help the Forest Service 
protect it from fires so th a t it 
w ill continue to be a playground 
for us all.”

Car Registrations 


The apportionm ent of $8.246,­ 
794.65 in m otor vehicle registra­ 
tion fees to the various counties 
of th e state and the D epartm ent 
of Public W orks w as announced 
today by Jam es M. C arter, D irec­ 
tor of the D epartm ent of M otor 
Vehicles. 


Of this sum Riverside county 
w ill receive $63,509.27 based on 
fee paid registrations of 45,688 
vehicles. 
One haif of the am ount appor­ 
tioned, or $4,123,397.33, goes 
to 
the D epartm ent of Public W orks. 
The other h alf is divided among 
the counties on a basis of m otor 
vehicle registrations. 
The entire 
am ount apportioned to both the 
state and county agencies m ust be 
used for road building and m ain­ 
tenance purposes. 


The apportionm ent represents 
collections for the first six m onths 
of 1941, less sums deducted for 
support of th e departm ent of its 
various divisions. It is the largest 
single am ount ever divided by the 
departm ent in registration fees, 
exceeding the apportionm ent for 
the entire year of 1940 by ap 
proxim ately $112,000.

erally around 9000 feet. The A rc­ 
tic-A lpine zone is entirely above 
tim ber-line, from 9000 feet to over 
14.000 feet in California 
(Mt. 
W hitney). There is some debate 
among biologists as to w hether 
there is actually an Arctic-Alpine 
life zone present on the top of 
Mt. San Jacinto, but the m ajority 
concur that there is. If it is truly 
present, then this peak is the 
southerm ost 
m ountain 
in 
the 
whole of N orth America to pos­ 
sess such a zone! 
In the original life zone theory 
of M erriam there was far too 
much emphasis upon one factor: 
tem perature. 
The 
question 
of 
m oisture was neglected at t h a t 
time, but now there are recog­ 
nized arid and hum id phases of 
alm ost every zone. As far as vege­ 
tation is concerned, Merriam also 
com pletely ignored historical fac­ 
tors, and these are vitally im por­ 
tant to a full understanding of 
the zone concept. The Transition 
zone of California differs radical­ 
ly from that of Colorado, sim ply 
because the floral histories of the 
two areas are w idely divergent. 


Life Zone Indicators 


Each 
life 
zone 
has 
certain 
plants and anim als which are re­ 
stricted to that zone and which 
do not ordinarily occur outside of 
it. Such flora and fauna are term 
ed life zone “indicators.” In some 
eases these indicators are so re ­ 
stricted in distribution that the 
m om ent you see one you know 
definitely just which zone you 
arc in. This is especially true of 
plants like “G eum ” and the rosy 
about considerably and have 
a 
tendency to range from one zone 
into others. As an example, the 
creosote 
bush 
and 
the 
cactus 
wren are two indicators of 
the 
Lower Sonoran. The juniper, pin- 
yon, salt-bush, pinyon jay, and 
desert sparrow are characteristic 
of the Upper Sonoran. The yellow 
pine and rock squirrel are com­ 
mon in the Transition. The lim ­ 
ber pine, quaking aspen, chick­ 
aree, and pygm y nuthatch occur 
norm ally only in the 
C anadian 
life zone. The w hite-bark pine 
and nutcracker are typical of the 
H udsonian 
zone. 
Tundra-type 
plants are “G eum ” and the rosy 
finch are found only above tim ­ 
ber-line in the Arctic-Alpine zone. 
However, m any plants and ani­ 
mals have w ide tolerances 
and 
extend over m any zones; they are 
thus w orthless as indicators. How­ 
ever, it is the aggregate flora and 
fauna, not isolated species, w hich 
correctly 
determ ines 
the 
true 
status of an area. 
Each life zone is further divid­ 
ed into habitats and ecological 
niches, both of w hich will be dis­ 
cussed later in this column. 
In review then, the Colorado 
Desert occurs in the Tem perate 
Zone, the N earctic realm, and the 
Low er Sonoran division of the 
A ustral life zone. Most of its flor­ 
al and faunal species are Low er 
Sonoran, but m any are also upper 
Sonoran, w ith a few of the higher 
zones trickling dow n from close­ 
s'y Mt. San Jacinto. 


In Memoriam 


Honorable Albert R. Hoffman 


City Judge of the City of Palm Springs and Justice of the Peace 
Palm Springs Township. Riverside County, 
State of California 


The City Council of the City of Palm Springs assembled in regular 
meeting. Tuesday, August 19, 1941, was addressed by Roy W. Cole­ 
gate, Esquire, City Attorney, as follows: 
If the Council please, realizing that it could not in justice to 
itself and to the community, permit the death of Albert R. Hoffman 
to pass without public notice, the council has appointed a committee 
consisting of Mayor Philip L. Boyd, Cily Clerk Guy Pinney and m y­ 
self to cause a memorial to be prepared and has commissioned me 
to present this memorial before this meeting of the council, of whose 
official family Albert R. Hoffman at the lim e of death was a beloved 
member. 
Judge Hoffman was a native son of California. 
He was born at 
Sacramento in 1882. He was orphaned early in life, and at the age 
of 11 he traveled east to St. Louis. 
He engaged in various employments and by great self denial man­ 
aged to gain a college education there. He struck out in the career 
of business, but his inlellecluhl nature asserted itself and impelled 
him to a study of the law. 
He went fo Cincinnati and followed his law studies. 
Upon his 
graduation, he distinguished himself with many years of successful 
practice in Ohio. 
After coming to Palm Springs in 1936, he was, 
upon organization of the City early in the year 1938, prevailed upon 
to accept the offices of City Judge and Justice of the Peace. 
He served in these capacities with distinction and success. 
He 
became well known throughout the county for his industry and 
judicial ability. He had remarkable powers of analysis which gave 
him great facility in construing statutes and contracts. 
He had a 
most clear sense of justice, and w hile having proper respect and re­ 
gard for precedent and tradition, he did not hesitate at times to 
cut through legal technicalities, the following of which would in his 
opinion result in injustice. 
He fearlessly did his official duty. 
The lawyers who practiced before him always had the gratification 
of feeling he had carefully read their briefs and given scholarly con­ 
sideration to the law and facts. 
By his gentle nature, his kindness 
of heart and sympathy, he endeared himself to all who came in con­ 
tact with him. 
. 
Judge Hoffman died suddenly August 2nd. 1941, in his 59th year. 
While we were not prepared to lose him, he was prepared to go. He 
feared no summons. 
_ 
The death of Judge Hoffman leaves a vacant place in the hearts 
of all who knew him, and a respect and affectionate regret which is 
the best monument to his memory.
